One World Trade Center will be the nation’s 
tallest building when it opens next year, a Chi- 
cago-based tall buildings council announced 
Tuesday— a decision that drew a quick rebuke 
from Mayor Emanuel. 

The decision by the Council on Tall Build- 
ings and Urban Habitat hinged on whether 
the tower’s mast was a spire, which counts in 
height measurements, or an antenna, which 
doesn’t. 

“Even though the cladding was taken off the 
spire, you can still see that it is an architectural 
element,” said Antony Wood, executive direc- 


tor of the council. “It is not just a plain steel 
mast from which to hang antenna or satellite 
dishes.” 

Emanuel forcefully disagreed, defending the 
supremacy of Chicago’s skyline. 

“I just saw the decision,” the mayor said. 
‘And I would just say to all the experts gathered 
in one room, if it looks like an antenna, acts like 
an antennae, then guess what? It is an antenna. 
That’s No. I. 

“No. 2,” he continued, “I think {with} the 
Willis Tower you will have a view that’s un- 
precedented in its beauty its landscape and its 
capacity to capture something. Something you 


can’t do from an antenna. Not that I’m com- 
petitive. So for all those who want to climb on 
top of an antenna and take a look, go ahead. I 
would suggest stay indoors and take a look.” 

But the council ruled that One World Trade 
Center’s mast is a spire because it will be a per- 
manent feature, its height locked in at a sym- 
bolic 1,776 feet. That distinguishes the mast 
from an ordinary antenna, like the one atop 
Willis, whose height can be changed. 

“We know that it is a permanent feature 
because of the sacrosanct nature of the 1,776 
height,” Wood said. “The key word is perma- 
nence.”

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NEARLY 6 MONTHS IN, DIVVY IS RACKING UP MILES AND ADDING STATIONS

There are no signs or banners on this nondescript industrial 
warehouse in West Town to indicate that the i8,ooo -square- 
foot structure is headquarters for what could soon become the 
largest commuter cycling system in the country 

“It’s intentional,” Diwy Deputy General Manager Elliot 
Greenberger said. “We’re off the radar.” 

Light blue paint is still fresh on the walls at the command 
center for Divyy the bike-sharing program the city launched 
five months ago. Much of the office furniture consists of fold- 
ing tables and chairs. As you enter the warehouse where the 
fleet is brought in for service, you pass an otherwise empty 
corner where the company’s promotional bike, painted red 
to stand out from the sea of blue-tinted cycles, is parked. The 
program is owned by Portland, Ore.-based Alta Bicycle Share. 


In front of dozens of tagged bikes waiting for service, a group of Diwy 
technicians works to replace tubes, tires and pedals. Near the ceiling, a 
giant Lollapalooza lineup hangs over the two-story warehouse, a rem- 
nant of a video production company that was the building’s previous 
tenant. Outside, Diwy rebalancing trucks come and go, hauling 
away as many as 28 bikes at a time to put back into the system. 

Things are constantly moving at Diwy just as Chicago is 
poised to shed its Second City title when it comes to bikes. 

The program is on track to become the largest bike-sharing 
system in North America next year, according to the Chicago 
Department of Transportation, expanding from 330 stations to 
475 throughout the city With that, it would surge ahead of cur- 
rent No. I Montreal (434) and No. 2 New York (331). With ad- 
ditional grant funding, the suburbs of Evanston and Oak Park 
could see their first glimpses of the light-blue bikes in 2014. 

Greenberger said he does expect a slowdown as ice and 
snow make their way into Chicago this winter. But it doesn’t 
mean Diwy won’t be busy In fewer than six months, riders have 
traveled more than 1.5 million miles in just fewer than 650,000 
trips in the system of about 5,000 bikes. As the total number of 
stations is expected to climb next year, Greenberger expects num- 
bers will continue to climb, especially if history is any indication. 

“We were seeing as many as four to five trips per day {during the 
summer},” he said. “That’s a metric some cities take years to get to.” 

What does it take to keep Chicago riding? Greenberger opened the 
data to RedEye for a look at Diwy by the digits. The company plans to 
release anonymous, trip-by-trip data in a report by the end of the year.

How much should people train for your show? It seems a 
certain level of endurance may be needed. 

You don’t have to train at all. In fact, it’s about liberating 
yourself It’s about letting go. It’s about not preparing. Prepare 
with water, obviously We encourage people to not get dressed 
up and not wear heels and not try to look good at our shows. 
Because you can’t have a good time if in the back of your mind 
you’re always thinking about how pretty you look or if you’re 
trying to stay away from sweaty people. 


Have you ever looked into the crowd and seen that one 
person who got super-dressed up and was trying not to get 
soaked, and then something happens and it drenches them or 
gets them dirty? 

I try to look at everyone in the crowd when we play ... It’s 
just adults, the older couples that stay toward the back in the 
balconies.

What does it mean to you to headline a local 
venue the size of Aragon? 

It’s so crazy because I just remember being a 
kid and I’d be listening to 94.7, which doesn’t 
even exist anymore, but that was like the 
last metal station and I’d hear all my favorite 
bands: “Now playing at Aragon on July 21,” or 
whatever day it was. ... It’s so crazy; it feels like 
a teenage dream now that we’re playing there. 

There’s obviously an association between 
EDM and drug use at shows.

I’m not there to preach. I think it’s important 
that people are responsible. They have to make 
the decisions themselves. 

Is there any frustration when you’re trying to 
set yourselves apart lyrically and musically 
but the chances of people paying attention 
to anything when totally out of their minds is 
slim? 

Aeah. It’s frustrating sometimes when we 
perform for a crowd that’s really {bleeped} up, 
and we’ll be pouring our hearts out on stage 
and I’ll look in the front row and I always try 
to make eye contact with people, and they 
won’t even be able to look me in the eye. Their 
eyes are rolling in the back of their heads; it’s 
almost scary 

I suspect the album title may have prompted a 
new and rather transparent pick-up line. 

“Do you want to get wet?” That would be cool 
if in five years people just started saying, “%, 
bro, let’s get wet tonight.” I would love that. 

Guys saying that to each other? 

That’s the weird thing, and that’s actually 
amazing to know that guys can start saying 
that. They’re wearing “Get wet” shirts; they’re 
holding signs that say “Make me wet.” It’s 
originally something women say; women get 
their {bleeps} wet. Let’s just be real. But I love 
to know that guys can let down this guard that 
they have of being so masculine and they can 
sing songs of ours. We’re girls singing. They’re 
very feminine lyrics sometimes and very sexual 
lyrics, but I see guys in the front row sing- 
ing along and that makes me happy to know 
that they’re not trying to be masculine and 
they don’t feel too girly They just don’t care. 
And that’s all we want at our shows. We want 
people to not give a {bleep}. We want people to 
feel liberated.

‘Big Lebowski’ inspires 
new Pipeworks beer

The beer nerds abide. 

Chicago-based Pipeworks Brewing Com- 
pany, which has quickly become synonymous 
with small-batch, outside-the-box beer styles, 
continues that tradition with a white Russian 
imperial milk stout called Hey Careful Man, 
There’s a Beverage Here. 

The beer, whose name is an homage to cult 
movie “The Big Lebowski,” debuted in early 
November and was a crowd favorite at last 
weekend’s Beer Hoptacular festival. 

“We didn’t expect it to be as popular as it 
was,” said Mike Schallau, Pipeworks’ head 
of operations and director of barrel-aging. 
“What we like to do here is subvert expecta- 
tions, as long as the beer’s delicious.” 

Being fans of both wordplay and “The 
Big Lebowski,” the team at Pipeworks came 
up with the idea for a white Russian impe- 
rial stout, a play on classic Russian imperial 
stouts. The beer is light in color but with a big 



body and relatively high alcohol content. 

Pipeworks’ brewers added cocoa nibs, va- 
nilla bean and coffee from Logan Square’s 
Ipsento to a base of barley malt and lots of 
oats to create Hey Careful Man, There’s a 
Beverage Here. The most important ingredi- 
ent, though, maybe the lacto sugar, a sugar de- 
rived from milk that stands in for the cream in 
a white Russian cocktail. 

Sweet, malty and surprisingly drinkable, 
the white Russian imperial stout certainly 
stood out from the pack at Beer Hoptacular.

“It works in that {festival} setting,” Schal- 
lau said. “You’re going to have 12 double IPAs, 
but you’re probably only going to have one 
white Russian imperial milk stout.” 

Hey, Careful Man, There’s a Beverage Here 
was distributed to liquor stores more than a 


week ago, and a few bottles may still be avail- 
able on shelves. 

If you can’t get your hands on it now, Schal- 
lau promises that a barrel-aged version of the 
beer is in the pipeline.
